France 
Jan. 16.—(By M all)—Before the men 
ace of the modern Hun, Venice, whose 
lagoons centuries ago furnished 
asylum of safety for refugees fleeing 
from Attila, is today almost emptied 
Of the 150,00<) persons who ordinarily 
inhabit the city, only about 1,000 re­ 
main. 
But this is not because Venice 
fears for her own protection. Across 
the battlefield of the reeds it is be 
lleved that no Invader will penetrate 
to the Islands of the Venetian lagoon 
The city puts her trust in the lagoons 
as confidently as she trusted to the 
sea in olden times. 
To the visitor in Venice 
in 
these 
days when the invading army lies only 
a short march distant, one of the odd 
memories of the war will be that of 
the music of the great guns bombing 
from the Lid! and the nests of reedy 
islets in the northern lagoon. 
That 
music accompanies you all 
day 
in 
Venice. 
The Queen of the Adriatic has ber 
face to the foe. 
She has shut her 
shops and sent her merchandise away. 
The army or the navy have taken her 
young men. 
Those that remain have 
bricked up or sand-bagged her church­ 
es and monuments and now await the 
issue in entire calm, confident that 
although the enemy is no more than 
a long gun shot aw ay, it is not at her 
own gates that Venice is menaced. 
From Burano, a motor boat takes you 
through a maze of channels into the 
canal Silone where you thread yotir 
way between reed covered banks to­ 
ward the mainland. You can see noth­ 
ing but the channel and the 
reeds. 
There is not a roof nor a spire in sight 
We are getting up to what may be 
called the artillery defense line 
of 
Venice. 
On the way we 
passed 
a 
British monitor with her 
big 
guns 
pointed inland. 
The coast batteries 
and big gun monitors constitute an 
other defense line. 
Here Jn the salt 
channel between the islands we come 
suddenly upon a floating battery 
pontoon, as the Italians call them. 
It 
is a big steel barge mounting a gun 
which has been steadily pounding the 
Austrians on the Piave Vecchia 
all 
night. 
She is manned by sailors for 
the artillery defense of Venice is en 
tirely in the hands of the navy. 
From Porte Grand!, as far as 
the 
eye can see the land is covered with a 
waste of muddy water with rowa of 
half-submerged willows marking out 
the fields which it covers and here 
and there an isolated clump of farm 
buildings emerging from the floods 
We are here on the edge of the Piave 
inundations and in another naval artil 
lery defense belt. High banked roads 
dikes and farm houses are all that re 
main above water. Some of these farm 
house islands are held by Austrian* 
and some by Italians and it is the aim 
of both sides to destroy the 
farms 
held by the enemy. A few nights ago 
some Italian sailors undertook a cut­ 
ting out expedition against one of the 
Austrian islands, captured and burn­ 
ed the buildings and came back with 
Austrian prisoners. 
Nothing more dismal can be imagin 
ed than this battlefield among 
the 
reeds except the awful desolation of 
the Flanders front. 
Unending water, 
half drowned willows and farm houses 
under a bitter winter sky compose 
about as melancholy a picture as even 
war presents. On many of the islands 
formed by the release of the floods to 
protect Venice are brave families cling­ 
ing to their homes in the hope that 
1918 will see the invader thrown back 
On this sector the Italians have a 
superiority of artillery. 
It is at night 
that the Italian guns do their hardest 
work. 
At night the Austrians always 
attem pt to construct field works or 
lay bridges of boats across the Piave 
Vecchia to the canals. 
They take a 
number of boats, tie them together 
and swing them out from one 
bank 
trutsing to the current to float them 
into place on the other side. 
It is 
the business of the Italian floating bat­ 
teries to drive away 
these 
bridge­ 
b uilder and to destroy the fruits of 
their labors and this 
they do 
with 
surprising success. 
In Venice, herself, I have seen no 
sign of actual damage, except a hole 
torn Th the roof of San Giovanni and 
Sun Paolo by an 
Austrian 
airplane 
bomb. The front of San Marco and the 
pillars of the Doge’s Palace have been 
bricked up so that nothing of them re­ 
mains visible. 
The same precautions 
have been tuken with the famous sta­ 
tue of Colleoni and, in fact, with all 
the monuments of the town that can 
be so protected. 
In the Piazza di San Marco almost 
all the shops are closed but a number 
are still open In the Merceria, and, al­ 
though almost all the gondolas have 
vanished, it it still possible to find 
ono to take you up the Grand Canal. 


Bonds of the par value

Miss Gillespie, county agent for girls, 
and her assistant, went before the 
board this morning and so interested 
did the commissioners become in the 
details of the work in this county that 
the whole morning was devoted to the 
subject. Primarily Miss Gillespie went 
before the board for the purpose of 
asking the 
use of a room in the court­ 
house in which to install a 
demon­ 
stration kitchen. 
This request was 
more than granted. She will not only 
get the room, but she will use a port­ 
able stove of some sort, probably gaso­ 
line or oil, and at certain times when 
the district court is not in session she 
will move it and other paraphernalia 
into the court room and conduct her 
demonstrations there. 
The advantage 
of using the court room is that it is 
fitted with raised seats 
where 
the 
ladies can 
sit and watch 
the work 
easily, and 
yet they will be sufficient­ 
ly near the dem onstrator to be able to 
ask questions as in ordinary conver­ 
sation. 
This arrangem ent will prob­ 
ably be carried out immediately 
fob 
lowing the completion of the repairs 
on the courthouse. 
Miss Gillespie also took up with the 
commissioners a furtherance of her 
work. 
She now has the girls of elev- 
n schools organized, but wants nine 
more schools, making an even twen­ 
ty. She also wants these well distrib­ 
uted over the county. 
She found, as 
the discussion w'ent on, that each coun­ 
ty commissioner was greatly interest­ 
ed in the work and willing to use his 
personal and official influence to get 
the other eleven organizations When 
she visits a school in the future she 
will doubtless take the trouble'to tole 
phone the commissioner into whose 
district she goes and carry him to the 
school house with her. It was also aug- 
kested that she go before the county 
school board and arouse the interest 
of the men there, and thus by these 
two organizations get force behind the 
organization that could not be obtain 
ed so quickly in any other way. 
The commissioners have given 
at 
tentlon to the routine m atters of the 
county, and report fairly satisfactory 
progress on the work of overhauling 
the courthouse, and full satisfactory 
progress with the Installation of the 
steam heating plant, which 
is 
now 
about completed.

to such conditions the Bryan chapter 
is planning to inaugurate a monthly 
income, sufficient to sustain it by ask 
ing for small cash donations from all 
its members on the first 
of 
every 
month. 
A committee will be appointed to 
collect these monthly contributions, 
and all will be given an opportunity 
to join the monthly payment plan. 
This, will of course, be voluntary 
and should not be looked upon as dues, 
or tax, but it is considered a vital 
measure toward the successful work 
of the Red Gross, and, it is felt should 
therefore* receive a patriotic and cord!

selective draft.

tent of the existence of these diseases 
and considers the condition sufficient­ 
ly alarming to justify sending out a 
warning with a view of arousing the 
people to action. Miss Speer, who was 
formerly preceptress of the Alpha Del- 
to Phi sorority house at the state uni­ 
versity, is a very bright, intelligent 
and fearless woman, else she w’ould 
not undertake this work, regarded by 
those with false modesty as of an in­ 
delicate nature. 
This false modesty 
Is the screen that has hidden the truth 
of the real conditions from the people. 
it has been considered a topic too In 
delicate for popular discussion untl' 
now, when the facts have been forced 
home. 
One of these facts, as told by 
Miss Speer in her lectures, is that 200,- 
**00 Canadian soldiers have been in­ 
valided home from France because of 
disease contracted In that country. An 
officer now serving in France wrote 
home to his parents not long ago that 
90 per cent of the women hanging 
about the army camps are diseased. 
The American army is the cleanest 
ever organized and it is the desire of 
the administration and all right think­ 
ing people to keep it so. 
Hence the 
onditlons that surround the camps in 
this country and In France are 
told 
from official statements, and it is left 
to tho people to take such action as 
seems best.

The popular demand for a national 
labor 
administrator 
was 
In 
effect 
granted yesterday when Secretary of 
Labor Wilson assumed the adm inistra­ 
tion of a comprehensive 
war 
labor 
program and appointed a national war 
labor board of six men and one wo­ 
man, to be known as the advisory coun- 
cilcil to assist him. 
This is in acocrdance with the re­ 
cent action of the council of national 
defense, with the apploval of the pres­ 
ident in placing in the hands of the 
secretary of labor the formulation and 
execution of a war labor adm inistra­ 
tion. 
It gives to the department of 
labor full power to deal 
with 
every 
phase of the war labor problem, in­ 
cluding the distribution, 
transporta­ 
tion, housing and training of workers 
and effects that centralization 
and 
unification that has been sought 
by 
the government, labor and capital and 
the public. 
Unity of action between the various 
departments is assured by the Inten­ 
tion of Secretary Wilson to later in­ 
crease the council by 
the 
appoint­ 
ment of representatives from the war, 
navy and 
agricultural 
departments 
and the shipping board. 
The labor adm inistrator and his ad­ 
visory council will at once take 
In 
hand the questions of standardizing 
the labor policies; the providing, dis­ 
tributing and maintaining of a stable 
and adequate supply of workers; la­ 
bor dilution and training, priority de­ 
mands the adjustments of disputes and 
the safeguarding of employment, living 
and housing conditions. The advisory 
council will make study of all phases 
of the problem, make recommendations 
and plans for 
additional 
machinery 
and supervise their execution.

Two fundamental principles underlie our war aims as stated 
by President Wilson in his address to congress yesterday. 
These 
are: 
A league of nations; 
Self-determination by the different nationalities. 
The leaguing of the nations for permanent world peace was 
much discussed long before this war, and its desirability is empha­ 
sized by the war. 
That which the world feared came to pass, 
and with ali the terrible details which the world feared. 
Every 
time Germany built a bigger warship than had England the 
world gasped and expressed a desire for a league of nations. 
Every time England built a bigger warship than any other nation 
the world gasped again and expressed a desire for a league of 
nations. 
While military ism grew' there grew with it a desire for 
permanent w orld peace through just those covenants which Pres 
ident Wilson now' insists shall be the basis for permanent peace 
before this war can be closed and be productive of that good 
which we have thus desired for many years. 
Andrew Carnegie 
built a temple of peace at The Hague, and William Jennings 
Bryan went back and forth iii the nation advocating perpetual 
peace by treaty agreements. 
The peace party was strong and 
growing stronger but it had never succeeded in aligning Ger­ 
many and the central powers definitely. 
The reason therefor 
came out with the declaration of war in 1914 w hen it was shown 
clearly that Germany, in her desire for that world mastery of 
which the president speaks, felt herself able by the sword to 
dominate the world. 
“We wish her (GermanyJ only to accept 
a place of equality among the peoples of the world instead of a 
place of mastery,” says the president, and that was exactly what 
Germany did not want, and does not want today. 
Defeated as she 
is in this war, she hopes to attain something of her ends by a pre­ 
mature peace, by a peace that may be attained before the allies 
can enforce with the sword, as now they must do. those bene­ 
ficent aims as outlined by the president. 
We must fight beside 
the allies and continue to light until these aims have been at­ 
tained, and then wre must yet continue to fight in the council 
chamber for that league of nations that shall include Germany 
on a basis of equality and not of mastery. That league of nations 
shall insist, says the president, that the military of the w'orld 
shall be only police force ‘'consistent with domestic safety.” 
It 
shall insist that the seas be free to the nations of the world, and 
included in the seas is the famous Dardanelles that divides Tur­ 
key from Europe, the waterway leading to the Black sea whose 
waves wash the shores of both Turkey and Russia. 
The league 
would also insist upon the freedom of trade rights among all 
nations, and that there shall be no secret treaties of any sort, 
including trade agreements, but that the peoples of each and 
every nation should have equal opportunities to gain and hold 
business with the peoples of each and every other nation. 
The president would disturb the political conditions in the 
world in that those peoples who Lave k n o w n masters shall know 
them no more. 
Repeatedly in Lit address he speaks of the right 
of autonomous developments of varfeo us peoples, going even with­ 
in the well established tensional Mn es of Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey where he said this gunra tee &Lould be given. 
He would 
have the “impartial adjustment of a., colonial claims based upon 
the principle that the people concerned shall have equal weight 
with the interests of the government. 
This w o u l d involve Great 
Britain with Canada, Australia, India and others of her colonies 
as well as Germany and her African possessions, of which fates 
of war have deprived her. 
But the great thought is that the 
little peoples of the world shall have a voice in the determination 
of their destiny. 
This he applies specifically to the Poles and 
to the peoples of Austria-Hungary and to provinces that formerly 
belonged to Italy and are yet Italian, and to the peoples of Tur 
key. 
The Russians should be left free to work out their own 
salvation without German interference. 
We of the United States 
isolated as we have been and left largely to our own devices 
during our national history, have scant comprehension of what 
this means. 
We understand the words as they are told to us, 
but we cannot bring our mental conception to encompass the real 
meaning of the perpetual warfare that has been going on in 
Europe ever since the dawn of history for the control by the 
strong nations of the weaker nations. 
The story of the rise and 
fall of the peoples of Europe through the machinations and in­ 
trigues and the wars of various men and various nations is one 
intricate and at the same time romantic. 
Yet through it all few 
but peoples of the powerful nations have had sufficient power 
of self determination to raise themselves above the level of the 
lowest of these in American life today. 
President Wilson, in 
defining the aims of this country in this war, gives them for the 
first time iii their history a hope for a lasting peace and a possibil­ 
ity of people development they have never had,'and perhaps can­ 
not at this time. 
, 
Germany having entered this war to win a big prize, world 
domination, is to be denied her ambition, according to the presi­ 
dent’s words. 
All conquered territory must be restored, and 
even Alsace-Lorraine, the taking of which in 1870 Prance and a 
considerable portion of the remainder of the world considered 
a crime against the republic and the w'orld in general, is to be 
given back. 
Italy is to have back her Italian peoples taken by 
Austria-Hungary. 
Belgium is to be given back to the Belgian 
people to do with as they see fit. 
All Russian territory is to be 
evacuated. 
Even Turkey is to be assured of her sovereignty, but 
she must promise to be good to the peoples whom she rules. 
And therein lies a possibility of the future, the possible downfall 
of I turkey as a nation, for Turkey has never been good to her 
peoples, has ruled them as bandits rule and given them a most 
outstanding example of misgovernment the world has ever seen 
in a civilized nation. 
Pagans could not have done worse. 
’ We are willing to fight and continue to fight until the above 
is achieved,’’ says the president, which is another way of repeat­ 
ing his famous utterances that the world must be made safe for 
democracy. 
Mole than that, if we continue to fight wre can 
eventually win, and when we do win we will have made de­ 
mocracy safe in the world for the principle that underlies is 
that the people shall rule, which means that for most of them it 
will be their first taste of real democracy, and, having tasted, 
they will doubtless like it. 
It is true that many benighted people 
ov ,f there in the remote regions of Turkey, for example, know 
not of democracy, never heard of it, but they do know the world 
is at war and that the war is being conducted by the monarchial 
powers and they will learn (hat President Wilson, the chief of 
th3 greatest republic on earth, has brought them freedom, a 
freedom tin like of which t h e y never knew existed. 
For a time, 
like th » Russians, they will not know what to do with it, but 
they will learn eventually and the world will be happier.

there is less basis for this theory of lost 
fertility than 
there is through the washing away of the soils by lack of tier 1 
racing. 
Growing cotton or corn or any other crop on the same 
land year after year will produce a condition resembling sterility 
of the soil, but this can be corrected through crop rotations and 
the use of fertilizer. 
The biggest loss is that for w'hich the far­ 
mer himself is responsible in that he does not take steps to pre­ 
vent it, and that is the wash away of the soil when it can be very 
effectively checked by the employment of terracing. 
Terrace I land not only holds the soil and prevents washing, 
but the process of building a terrace is such that they are given 
deep cultivation the first year and, if the rainfall be sufficient, 
they produce more abundantly than does a similar acreage else­ 
where on the same farm. 
They confirm the arguments in favor 
of deep plowing. 
Furthermore, terraces hold moisture, by the 
very nature of their construction, and keep as in reservoirs a 
large percentage of the rain that falls on them. 
Through the 
processes of good cultivation this moisture is brought to the 
roots of the plants and promotes their growth. 
Hence, terracing does several things. 
It prevents the wash­ 
ing of the soil, results in deep plowing, it holds the fertility of the 
soil and retans the moisture. 
Every Brazos valley hill farmer 
should ask the county demonstration agent to assist him in lay 
ing out terraces on his hillsides, and this applies particularly to 
the farmers of Brazos county. 
Thousands of acres of land in 
this county are wasted every year because of washing of the 
soil and the accompanying discouragement, which need not be 
at all. 
Terracing then, ii generally employed, would tend to in­ 
crease the tillage of thousands of acres of vacant lands In this 
county, and add materially to our general wealth.

The delta at the mouth of the Mississippi river is made up 
of the silt that has flown down the waters of the mighty stream 
and been deposited there. 
This silt came from the lands lying in 
th*’ great drainage area of the river, including the Missouri, Ohio 
and other big streams and prior to the building of huge levees 
along the river this silt was deposited also on the flat hinds that 
were overflowed every year. 
Now, it has been said that the 
river bed has risen at the point where the dykes or levees have 
been built, and if so the new bed of the river is formed of the 
washings of the lands in this great drainage area. 
The Brazos river traverses Texas north and south and has 
a drainage area covering a large portion of the middle section of 
the state, 
its overflowed lands have ben likened unto the Nile, 
due to the silt that has mixed in the water, flowed dowrn and been 
deposited on tin* bottom lands. 
These 
deposits, 
particularly 
since the Brazos valley has been settled by farmers, are largely 
th/! washing of farm lands, just as they were the washings from 
lands that were not under tillage prior to the coming 
of 
the 
farmer. 
The loosening of the soil in fanning operations has 
naturally permited more of the soil to wash away during heavy 
downpours of rains, hence the hill farmers have begun to worry]

Young Men Have Hone 
to War and Merchants 
Have Moved Their 
Goods, While Sand- 
hags Protect Famous 
Works, 


(By Associated '’renal 
With the French Army In 
France, 
Jan. 16.— (By Mall) —Before the men 
ace of the modern Hun, Venice, whose 
lagoons centuries ago furnished an 
asylum of safety for refugees fleeing 
from Attila, Is today almost emptied 
Of the 160,000 persons who ordinarily 
Inhabit the city, only about 1,000 re­ 
main. But this is not because Venice 
fears for her own jwotectlon. Across 
the battlefield of the reeds it Is be­ 
lieved that no invader will penetrate 
to the Islands of the Venetian lagoon. 
The city puts her trust In the lagoons 
as confidently as abe trusted to th*’ 
sea in olden times. 
To the visitor in Venice 
In 
these 
days when the invading army lies only 
a short march distant, one of the odd 
memories of the war will be that of 
the music of the great guns bombing 
from the Lid! and the nests of reedy 
islets In the northern lagoon. 
That 
music accompanies you all 
day 
in 
Venice. 
The Queen of the Adriatic has her 
face to the foe. 
She has shut her 
shops and sent her merchandise away. 
The army or the navy have taken her 
young men. 
Those that remain have 
bricked up or sand bagged her church­ 
es and monuments and now await the 
Issue in entire calm, confident that 
although the enemy is no more than 
a long gun shot away, it Is not at her 
own gates that Venice is menaced. 
From Burano, a motor boat takes you 
through a maze of channels into the 
canal Silone where you thread your 
way between reed covered banks to­ 
ward the mainland. You can see noth­ 
ing but the channel and the 
reeds. 
There is not a roof nor a spire in sight. 
We are> getting up to what may be 
called the artillery defense line 
of 
Venice. 
On the way we 
passed 
a 
British monitor with her 
big 
guns 
pointed Inland. 
The coast batteries 
and big gun monitors constitute an­ 
other defense line. 
Here in the salt 
channel between the islands we come 
suddenly upon a floating battery 
or 
pontoon, as the Italians call them. 
It 
Is a big steel barge mounting a gun, 
which has been steadily pounding the 
Austrians on the Piave Vecchla 
all 
night. 
She is manned by sailors for 
the artillery defense of Venice is en 
tlrely In the hands of the navy. 
From Porte Grand!, as far as 
the 
eye can see the land Is covered with a 
waste of muddy water with rows of 
half-submerged willows marking out 
the fields which it covers and here 
and there an isolated clump of farm 
buildings emerging from the floods 
We are here on the edge of the Piave 
Inundations and In another naval art!! 
lery defense belt. High banked roads. 
dikes and farm houses are all that re 
main above water. Some of these farm 
house islands are held by Anat flans 
and some by Italians and it Is the aim 
of both sides to destroy the 
farms 
held by the enemy. A few nights ago 
some Italian sailors undertook a cut­ 
ting out expedition against one of the 
Austrian Islands, captured and burn­ 
ed the buildings and came back with 
Austrian prisoners. 
Nothing more dismal can be imagin­ 
ed than this battlefield among 
the 
reeds except the awful desolation of 
the Flanders front. 
Unending water, 
half drowned willows and farm houses 
under a bitter winter sky compose 
about as melancholy a picture as even 
war presents. On many of the islands 
formed by the release of the floods to 
protect Venice are brave families cling­ 
ing to their homes in the hope that 
1918 will see the invader thrown back. 
On this sector th 3 Italians have a 
superiority of artillery. It is at night 
that the Italian guns do their hardest 
work. At night the Austrians always 
attem pt to construct field works or 
lay bridges of boats across the Piave 
Vecchia to the canals. 
They take a 
number of boats, tie them together 
and swing them out from one 
bank 
trucing to the current to float them 
into place on the other side. 
It is 
the business of the Italian floating bat­ 
teries to drive away 
these 
bridge­ 
builder and to destroy the fruits of 
their labors and this 
they do 
with 
surprising success. 
In Venice, herself, I have seen no 
sign of actual damage, except a hole 
torn In the roof of San Giovanni and 
San Paolo by an 
Austrian 
airplane 
bomb. The front of San Marco and the 
pillars of the Doge’s Palace have been 
bricked up so that nothing of them re­ 
mains visible. 
The same precautions 
have been taken with the famous sta­ 
tue of Golleoni and. in fact, with all 
the monuments of the town that can 
be so protected. 
In the Piazza di San Marco almost 
all tile shojis are closed but a number 
are still open in the Merceria, and, al­ 
though almost all the gondolas have 
vanished, it i* still possible to find 
ono to take you up the Grand Canal.

Worth of Bonds Have 
Been Destroyed. 


To Increase Its Work 
a f ixed Monthly In­ 
come Needed 


Bonds of the par value 
of 
$2,600 
were destroyed and the subject of a 
demonstration kitchen in 
the court­ 
house are-the most important matters 
taken up by the county commissioners 
at their January session, which 
has 
been during the week. 
The canvass 
of the vote of the good roads bonds 
election in the Millican district will 
be made tomorrow. 
The bonds destroyed were No. 8 of 
the county bridge issue for $1,000, and 
No. 21 of the levee district also for 
$1,000. 
Miss Gillespie, county agent for girls, 
and her assistant, went before the 
board this morning and so interested 
did the commissioners become in the 
d e t a i l s of the work in this county that 
the whole morning was devoted to the 
subject. Primarily Mias Gillespie went 
before the board for the purpose of 
asking the use of a room in the court­ 
house in which to install a 
demon­ 
stration kitchen. 
This request was 
more than granted. She will not only 
get the room, but she will use a port­ 
able stove of some sort, probably gaso­ 
line or oil, and at certain times when 
the district court is not in session she 
will move it and other paraphernalia 
into the court room and conduct her 
demonstrations there. The advantage 
of using the court room is that it is 
fitted with raised seats 
where 
the 
ladies can sit and watch the work 
easily, and yet they will be sufficient­ 
ly near the demonstrator to be able to 
ask questions as in ordinary conver­ 
sation. 
This arrangement will prob 
ably be carried out immediately 
fol­ 
lowing the completion of the repairs 
on the courthouse. 
Miss Gillespie also took up with the 
commissioners a furtherance of her 
work. 
She now has the girls of elev­ 
en schools organized, but wants nine 
more schools, making an even twen­ 
ty. She also wants these well distrib­ 
uted over the county. 
She found, as 
the discussion went on, that each coun 
ty commissioner was greatly interest­ 
ed in the work and wining to use his 
personal and official influence to get 
the other eleven organizations. When 
she visits a school in the future she 
will doubtless take the trouble to tele­ 
phone the commissioner Into whose 
district she goes and carry him to the 
school house with her. It was also aug* 
kested that she go before the county 
school board and arouse the interest 
of the men there, and thus by these 
two organizations get force behind the 
organization that could not be obtain 
ed so quickly In any other way. 
The commissioners have given 
at 
tentlon to the routine matters of the 
county, and report fairly satisfactory 
progress on the work of overhauling 
the courthouse, and full satisfactory 
progress with the Installation of the 
steam heating plant, which 
is 
now 
about completed.

MENACING SOLDIERS 


OF AMERICAN ARMY 


Miss Elizabeth Speer, now in 
the 
employ of the United States 
govern­ 
ment as a lecturer on venereal 
dis­ 
eases, arrived in Bryan yesterday and 
delivered a talk before the Woman's 
<dub, called on County Judge Maloney 
and other leading citizens here rela­ 
tive to the work and the necessity of 
doing something to save the 
young 
men of the land, and this morning ad­ 
dressed the students of A. and M. col­ 
lege. She left this afternoon. 
Miss Speer’s coming had not 
been 
heralded, hence no arrangements for 
any general meeting had been made. 
What she did was through the organ­ 
izations already established. 
A prime purpose in 
sending 
out 
these lecturers is to inform the peo­ 
ple of the conditions as revealed by 
the physical examinations under the 
selective draft. 
The war department 
has been able to determine the ex­ 
tent of the existence of these diseases 
and considers the condition sufficient 
ly alarming to justify sending out a 
warning with a view of arousing the 
people to action. Miss Speer, who was 
formerly preceptress of the Alpha Del- 
to Phi sorority house at the state uni­ 
versity, is a very bright. Intelligent 
and fearless woman, else she would 
not undertake this work, regarded by 
those with false modesty as of an in 
delicate nature. 
This false modesty 
is the screen that has hidden the truth 
of the real conditions from the people. 
It has been considered a topic too in 
delicate for popular discussion until 
now, when the facts have beep forced 
home. 
One of these facts, as told by 
Miss Speer in her lectures, is that 200,- 
000 Canadian soldiers have been in­ 
valided home from France because of 
disease contracted in that country. An 
officer now serving in France wrote 
home to his parents not long ago that 
90 per cent of the women hanging 
about the army camps are diseased. 
The American army is the cleanest 
ever organized and it is the desire of 
the administration and all right think­ 
ing people to keep it so. 
Hence the 
conditions that surround the camps in 
this country and in France are 
told 
from official statements, and it is left 
to the people to take such action as 
seems best.

Is a small compact office where IsJ 
kept a card Index of all Americans 
abroad, 
As

of fact, the 
American embassy In Ism don has ex­ 
panded since the war until It ocruplos 
a half dozen scattered buildings and 
employs several hundred clerks and 
secretaries. 
Americans who call at 
the embassy usually have 
business 
with only one department 
and

mall arc extremely unlikely to hear 
their names.

Galveston, Jan. 17.—Corporal Gustaf 
B. Gustafson, M company, 19th infan­ 
try, was shot and killed early on Wed­ 
nesday by a sentry on duty at pier 41 
on the water front. 
Corporal Gustaf­ 
son was in charge of a relief party on 
his way to relieve the sentry who did 
the shooting. 
He wore a long rain 
coat which made his military uniform 
indistinguishable to the sentry who 
challenged the party. 
All of the men except 
Gustafson 
halted, but lie continued to 
advance, 
twice more the sentry challenged, and 
getting no response from the advanc­ 
ing man, he fired. 
At the first chal­ 
lenge the relief party halted at such 
a distance from the sentry that he was 
unable to determine their identity. 
The dead man was a foreigner, hav­ 
ing no relatives at all in this country, 
and his remains are being held by a 
local undertaking firm awaiting orders 
from some close friends in Chicago, 
where he formerly lived. 
Major Pruyn took advantage of the 
affair to again warn civilians off the 
wharf front, unless they have bona 
fide business there, and he also warn­ 
ed them that (hey should take particu­ 
lar pains to obey all of the commands 
of the military guards who are on duty 
there, stating that the example 
last 
night was much more likely to hap­ 
pen to a civilian under similar circum­ 
stances at any time.
